Michael J. Gallagin owns an old 
frame building on Territorial street 
which he uses for a boiler shop. The 
St. .loseph Valley railroad company 
in the course of the construction of the 
road turned Ox creek across a corner 
of Gallagin's lot and dangerously near 
the underpinning of the boiler shop. 


Mr. Gallagin didn’t like it a bit. He 
didn't say very much but he devised a 
little plan to take care of himself. 
He 
didn’t propose to freeze out the rail­ 
road people but he decided to drown 
the company out. 
Last night the blow 
fell. 
The boiler man was' wise in se­ 
lecting a dark and stormy night for his 
work and he had two large l>oilers 
dumped into the creek and the stream 
tightly dammed liefore the railroad 
people or the eity authorities knew 
anything about what was going on. 


A crowd of people collected as soon 
as it was known that Ox creek had been 
dammed. 
The water raised rapidly 
and soon Territorial street was threat­ 
ened with being washed out. 
The new 
roadbed of the St. Joseph was also in 
danger and the l»oiler man gleefully 
awaited developments. 


At 9 o'eloek Mayor .lohn Hell re­ 
turned to tin* city from the country and 
he immediately took counsel with City 
Attorney Sears.

gave the railroad hands authority to 
remove the obstruction.

WHALES AND TORPOISES ARE JOME< 
TIMES PAINFULLY SOCIABLE. 


Hood Hatared Bob, mn Aeqmlatmnem on ths 
llorlda CoMt—(kiniQ laterMilng Kxpert* 
With Wiinle« In th« PnelBo Oecan. 


Travelers op and down the coast of 
Florida w ill remember a certain por­ 
poise that for years, aud 
to 1881 in 
the remembrance of the writer, paraded 
np and down a quarter section of ths 
Florida peninsula. Ho was known as 
Bob, and though he rarely answered to 
his name he w h s well known to all sail­ 
ors In those parts. Bob w’as recognizod 
by a peonliar cut In his dorsal fin, giv­ 
ing it the appearance of having a win­ 
dow in i t Some thoughtless passenger, 
wishing to practico on all animate na­ 
ture with his revolver, had inflicted this 
Injury, and the porpoise apparently was 
very prond of i t In any event, it was 
exhil)itcd at every opportunity to tho 
oocnpants of passiug vessels. It would 
como near the vcssol, follow it at times 
or gnmbol about the bow or stem, but 
its chief position was about 100 yards 
away, within good rifle shot, whore it 
would sw iu along parallel with the 
course of tho vessel, a tempting target 
to marksmen. 8o iu the course of time 
Bob's back became seared and scarred, 
and if current report wns valued at any­ 
thing he carricd in his blubber not u 
few onncei of lead—forcible reminders 
that porpoises as well as alligators have 
no rights that aro respected on tho Flor­ 
ida coast 


In tho Pacific somo whnlcs aro very 
friendly, especially off tho coast of Los 
Angelus county. Cal., whore ou more 
than ono occasion they huve ustouislied 
if not alarmed sailing parties who hnve 
been becalmed. These whnlcs, it should 
bo said, uro perfectly hurinlcss, and 
their attentions are merely from cnrio5>i- 
ty, but to have several of thtso huge 
creatnrcs from 40 to CO ff ot long flout­ 
ing about in close proximity is not alto­ 
gether pleasant. W hutia snppotiod to bo 
the fame whalo hns eurnud n reputa­ 
tion for friendliness, uiul during the 
■ ummer mouths it frequently seems to 
meet a largo steamer that plies off 
■ horo, and either follows it along or 
plays about, entertaining tho passen­ 
gers by spouting. On ono trip thu whalo 
placed itself ahead of tho steuiiior and 
■ warn with it so deliberately tliut tho 
captain was obliged to slow down and 
finally stop, fearing to run into tho huge 
creature. 


Perhaps the most reniarkabln instunco 
of friendliness ou the part of whales 
was experienced by tiie owner of u yacht 
that sailed from ono of tho southern 
California ports. Sho beoanie bocalnied 
the second day out, and suddenly four 
or fivo largo whales oanio ulongNide and 
for several hours amused thi'uiBelves ut 
the expense of tho crew% W’lio w’cro a 
good deal frightened. Tiioy rubbed their 
backs against tlie bottom of thu yacht 
ond blew and spouted so t^ut tho dropii 
fell npou tho decks. If the yachtsmen 
bad thrown over somo oil or other dis­ 
agreeable fluid, they would soon havo 
gotten rid of tiieüo companions, >vhich 
only left them wiien a breeze sprang up 
and they got under waj'. 


Fisliemieu on the Atlantic coast nro 
occasionally troubled w ith inquisitivo 
whalea One bout or dory wus tollowed 
for miles, tho whale once gentlyJJfting 
it aud rising beneuth it, tc«rrori?.ing tho 
fisherman, who ]>ulled for tho shore ns 
fast as ho could, the whalo folluwing 
nntil the water began to shual. 


Why whalos should follow vessels 
might leem u mystery, but the solution 
li that Id all probability tli^y consider 
the vessel a conipunion, another wltulo 
of iome kind. This wus well illustrated 
on tho California co;ist by a whulo 
whioh evidently took tho ship Plymouth 
for one of its kind. This whalo wus a 
■ nlphur bottom, about UO feet in length, 
and It joined tho ship oft tho Golden 
Gate as It left San Francisco and re­ 
mained by it through tho entire voyage 
to Realejo, South Amnricu. 
Tho big 
fish soon beoamo a nuisance. It swam 
alongside iu such dose proximity that 
It« breath discolored tho puint of tho 
ship. Then it would riso gently beneath 
tho keel, whicii would out and tear i t 
A t other times it would swim along di­ 
rectly in front and keep tho crew iu 
oonstant fear of a collision that might 
nnder certain circumKtancesdiKUiast tho 
■ hip. Tho men tried almost every device 
they could think of to drive the wluilo 
away. They shot at it with rifles and 
pistols, struck it with picces of wood 
and bombarded it with bottles and hot 
coals as it camo up. but ull to.no pur- 
posa It wont on “ keeping company” 
until tho ship finally entered such shoal 
water that it wus obliged to sheer off. 


Tho sociubility of dolphins and por­ 
poises is well known, their graceful 
gambols about tho prow of vckscIh being 
a very common sight 
No mutter how 
rapid the pace, these uttraetivo creatures 
so time their motions thut they puss and 
ropass tho flying cutwater with thu 
greatest easa 


The close proximity of such largo ani­ 
mals to vessels might suggest u poásiblo 
danger, yet fatalities uro raro and few 
are known where tho whale has not 
been attacked. The terriblo incident of 
the Essex is perhaps the only one. Hero 
the whalo was run down by tho ship, 
the siiock from tho contact being so su- 
▼ ere as to throw the crew to the deck 
aud almost dismast tho vesüel. The 
whale swam utf and a few moments 
later the lookout cried out tlmt it was 
coming for them ou tho surface. Tho 
animal wus inspired by revenge, and ut 
fnll speed struck the ship in the bow so 
powerful a blow that tito bow was crush­ 
ed In, and tlie vessel went to tho bot­ 
tom ten minutes later, leaving tho men 
In bouts 700 wiles from the coast of 
llonth America. A survivor of the acci­ 
dent still lives in tiie little town of San­ 
to Monica, Cal.'—Cor. Now York Post

Tbe thimble la a Onloh invention, 
and the first ono was made In 1684 by o 
•llversmith named Nieholae Van Beni- 
choten. Originally it waa called *'thnm- 
bell, *’ bccauso It was worn on the thnm k 


In making thimbles tho gold aud ail- 
▼ cr ingots aro rolled out Into sheets of 
tho,desired thicknem and out by o 
■ tamp into circnlar piecea of any re­ 
quired size. These circular placet ate 
bent into thimble shape by meant of o 
■ olid metal bar that is of tho aame tixe 
as tho insido of tho Intended thimble. 
This bar is moved by.maohinery np and 
down in a bottomless mold of the out­ 
side of the sumo thimble, and each time 
tho bar dcsccuds it presses one of the 
circular piecea or diska Into" thimble 
shape. 


When the thimble is shaped, the next 
work is to brigiiteu, polish aud decorate 
i t First, the blank thimble ia fitted 
with a rapidly revolving rod. A illght 
touch of a sharp chisel cnta a very thin 
shaving from the end of tbe thimble, 
a second chisel does the same on the 
■ ido, and a third neatly rounds off the 
rim. A round ateel rod, well oiled, ia 
hold QRainst tho surface of the revolv­ 
ing thimble, aud it is thus given a nice 
polish. The Inside ia brightened and 
polished in a sim ilar manner, the thim ­ 
ble being held in a revolving mold. 


Then a delicate, 
revolving iteel 
wheel with a raised, onmmental edge 
Is pressed against the blank thimble, 
and prints tho ornament teen Just out­ 
side tho rim. 
Another ateel wheel cov­ 
ered with sharp points makea tiny In­ 
dentations all over the remaining blank 
surface of tho thimble. 


The last operation Is to wash It tbor- 
ouRhly iu soapsudsf to brush It care­

Tlie business nun's association, which has 
made a recordjto be proud of, should be 
resuscitated and. correspoiulence; o(>ened 
which will reveal lo site-seeking institu­ 
tions tho vahmblo natural fHcihtiis iws- 
sessed by St. Joseph 
Otiier cities which 
have vastly inffi'ior udvantjiges are obtain­ 
ing new iiidii.stries, thereby adding to their 
IM)pulation and increasing the volume of 
I heir commercial transactions. 
What is 
{lossiblo along tliis line for rival towns is 
doubly easy for St. Joseph. Her imiKjrtant 
shipping facilities and accessible loi'Htions 
for uianufaeturing enterpri.'cs ure ivconi- 
inendations that any enterprising tor|tora- 
lion will consider. These valuable realiires, 
however, will not alone transform St. Jos­ 
eph into a big manurHctunngct.-ntre. 
Un­ 
less tho enterprise of her citizens is sufll- 
cienlly great to incite an elTort to convey 
to uidustries looking for nioreudvantugeous 
locations a knowledge of St. Joseph’s re­ 
sources no progress can Ije made. 


Everybody is interested to such an ex­ 
tent that tiiey aro willing to assist in a 
movement to acquire (toinniercial enter­ 
prises which will provide eniploynient for 
llie idle, but not everyone understands 
how lo proceed to obliiin tho coveted 
treasures. Tho res|>onsibilily, therefore, 
must necijssarily fall upon a few. These 
few, it may be supposed, are men of wide 
business experience and havo been success­ 
ful in the conduct of iheir uiTuirs to such 
an extent that they enjoy the possession of 
extensive business inlerest.s, in which case 
they can ailord to exert iheaiselves extra­ 
ordinarily in a movement to advance the 
commercial interests of the city, as wiih 
sucii advancement couus an increase in the 
value of their personal postessiuiis, and 
they ure compensated, 


Wilh tlio splendid tidvantages nature has 
given to St. Joseph, the city, if rettsoimbly 
lilMiral otherwise, ought not to bo expected 
to hold out inducements in the shaito of 
bonuses. As a rule au institution that in­ 
sists on being paid for the establishment of 
its business is not one that will ever prove 
of any great beneftt. One of the draw­ 
backs encountered by the city in tho past 
was tlie dilllculiy of convincing the owners 
of lands favorable 
for 
mauufactuiing 
ihat they were not entitled to twice as 
nuioh money as the property was. actually 
worth. 
To overcome this obstacle the 
organization of a syndieato and the pur. 
cha»ing of the unimproved land, favorable 
for site;«, might be necessary. Ther* are 
numerous goo<l locations for 
factorirs 
along the old ship canal. 
In its present 
condition the property there is practically 
valueless, and in all probability could be 
purchaseil very reasonably. Tho outlay 
necessary to render navigation on the canal 
|)ossible would be nominal. 


If the prosperity promised ensues a half 
dozen factorieii should be locateil in St. JoS' 
eph within the next four years. Niles lia-» 
awakened to tho imjiortauco of the situa­ 
tion and has two factories in sight which 
she ho(N>s to land. 
One manufactures 
shoes and the other paper boxes. Is St. 
Joseph to be outstripi>ed by Niles?

Only Sevan or Ei«ht Heada Will 
b e Cut Off by* th e N ew 
Auditor. 


**rm getting a bushel of mail now every 
day,” said tho newly olected auditor gen* 
oral, Roacoe D. Dix, this morning, "and 
they all want jobs. I’m not doing any­ 
thing now but reading application for jobs. 
I never beforo had any idea of how many 
personal itcquaintances I had in Michigan. 
They all know me. There are about 2,000 
fo them who <daim me m a personal friend. 
It is a great thing to have such a large ac* 
«piaiutance, young man," sighed the new 
auditor as be commenced opening more ap> 
plications. 


The jolly, goodnatured face of Mr. Dix 
is actually assuming a care-worn look and 
it is not to be wondered at. Over 2,000 
letters regarding positions have arrived 
and there are several precincts to be heard 
from. Mr. Dix for the present will make 
only seven or eight changes, possibly not 
ihat many. There are by actual count 800 
applications for these jobs and the other 
letters endorsing the applicants will swell 
the list to 3,C00. 


Mr. Dix will not on the start use the ax 
to any great extent and it is probable that 
a large number of the present employes 
of the oflice will be retained. The oftlce 
employs 130 hands during the busy season 
while thq legislature is in session and about 
80 during the dull season. The most lucra­ 
tive oillce within the gift of the auditor 
general is that of state accountant which 
pviys a salary of |3,0U0. Mr. Dix has not 
yet selected anyone for that {losition Mid 
desires to look over tbe state well beforo 
he does so. Other good ofllces are: Deputy 
auditor, head clerk, private secretary,book 
keeper and assistant book-kee|>er, all of 
which i>ay salaries ranging from |1,000 to 


,500. It is probable that in some of 
these higher ofllces the most immediate 
changes will be made. 


Probably very few if any of the jobs 
will fall into the hands of Berrien county 
men as this county is now well representod 
in tho capitol building. When Mr. Dix 
was commissioner of state land oillce he 
ap|H)inted several Berrien county men to 
positions in that department and most of 
them have been there ever since. 


The active duties of the oflice of auditor 
general will require Mr. Dix {»ersonal at­ 
tention about half of the time. 
He will 
have to be in Ijansing while the legislature 
is in session to attend to all matters which 
may arise at that time in connection wiih 
his oflice. During his absence, the busi­ 
ness of the oflice will be transacted by the 
deputy.

LADIES IN EARNEST. 


Pm M^ aad PIcturesqa* as OIrls and Htata»

**The Pueblo Indian women are often 
very pretty as girls, and soiue of them 
make stately young mothers, " writes 
Bamlin Garland in Ladies’ Home Joor- 
aal. "They work generally in groups of 
three or four, cooking, whitewashiug, 
weaTiog or painting pottery. Tiiey seem 
to bave a good deal to chatter about. 


d their smiling faces are very agreo- 
able. They have most excellent white 
teeth. Their ceremonial dress is very 
piotnrasque, eapeoiully the o<wtume of 
the Aooma and Islotagirls. All burdens 
» oanied by the women ai Acoma, 
Isleta and Laguna upon the head, and 
they have^ in conscqnonoe, a maguifi- 
eent carriage even late in life. The old 
women of Walpi, on the contrary, are 
bent and down looking. They carry 
their burdens on their backs slung in a 
blanket. The girls of Isleta wear a light 
elotb over their heads, Spanish fashion, 
and manage it with fine grace and oo> 
«netry. 


**The everyday dress of the Bopi 
women consists oí a sort of kilt, which 
la wrapped around the hipa and fastened 
with a belt, a modification of the blan 
ket or wolf skin. Above this a sort of 
•leeveless ehemiee partly covers the 
bosom. Their hair is carefully tended, 
bnt is worn in an ungraceful mode by 
■ome of the women. The women of 
Bano ent the hair in front square across 
aboDt to the line of the lipit, while the 
back hair is gathered into a sort of 
billet. The front hair hangs down over 
the faees, often concealing one eye. The 
anmarried women in Walpi wear their 
hair in a strange way. Theyeoil it into 
two big disks just above their ears, 
*tha intent being to symbolize their 
youth and promise by imitating the 
sqnash flower; the matrons eorvespond- 
ingly dre«s their hsir to symboliie tha 
ripened squash.' Some of thenaidens 
■fa wonderfully Japanese in appeair* 


An Echo of th e Campaign. 


Political managers and tho public in 
general have licen deeply interested In 
ihe national vote of tho women In this 
campaign. This was carried on by 
means of iK)stal cards sent by women all 
over the United States to a designated 
manfacturlng offlcc whose clerical force 
handled 
and 
counted 
the ballots. 
W hile It Is true that tho Imllots cannot 
\)o counted for the favorite Presidential 
candidates of the fair voters, the move­ 
ment has underneath it a deep slgnltl- 
cance, giving an excellent illustration 
of the drift of opinion among women, 
on public matters, us compared with 
the expressed opinion by the men. 


It will Imj olwerved that the Prohibi­ 
tion vote is very much heavier In pro- 
|H)rtlon to the other votes, than Is 
shown In the men’s election. There 
are some thousands of names which 


1‘annot be counted as votes, for tho rea­ 
son that only those whose signature aj)- 
IHiared on the ])ostal card or envelope, 
were counted. Many of the ladles In 
their honesty of purjiose, failed to real­ 
ize that much unfairness might creep 
in if votes w’cre counted on the testi­ 
mony of some other Individual than the 
voter. The vote has been strictly fair 
and accurately reiwrted, no prejudice 
lielng allowed In the olHce of tho l^os- 
tum Cereal Fooil Coffee Co., whose 
force, by tho way, are about equally 
divided In their opinions on the gold 
and silver question. 


This Woman’s Vote has called forth 
letters from nuiny prominent women 
throughout tho country, and while they 
know tho votes do not count do facto, 
the writtirs appreclato tlie underlying 
motive in the movement, which Is to 
i)rlng to the front tho Idea of the right 
of women to express their opinion as to 
who shall make the laws under which 
they, as well as tho men are governed.

The streets were deserted last even- 


ing. Every man who had coine down 
town in tho rain was quieldy attracted 
to the spot whore Ox creolc crosses 
Territorial street, where there was 
more excitement "than this town has 
seen since the day a street railroad 
president proposed to govern the city 
government with a shot gun. 


Michael J, Galla^in owns an old

Last night the blow 
fell. The boiler man was'wise in se- 
lecting1 a dark and stormy night for his 
work and he had two large boilers 
(lumped into the creek and the stream 
tightly dammed before the railroad 
people or the city auihorities know 
anything about what was going on. 


A crowd of people collected as soon 


as it was known that Ox creek had been 
dammed. 
The water raised rapidly 


and soon Territorial street was threat- 
ened with being washed out. The new 
road bed of the St. Joseph was also in 
danger and the bnilor man gleefully 
awaited developments. 


• At !) o'clock Mayor John Bell •re- 
turned tu the city from the country and 
he immediately took counsel with City 
Attorney Sears. The mayor then gath- 
ered together the police force and 
gave ihf, railroad hands authority to 
remove the obstruction.

The boilers were quickly 
turned 


lengthwise with the stream and the 


run ilivnugh the ilues and soon 


Ox creek settled peacefully within its 
bunks and Mr. Gallugin's glee forsook 
him when lie began to contemplate the 
job of tishing the boilers out of the soft' 
bottom of the creek.

THE COLOMA ROAD, 


. Some people have taken exception to 
the statement in last evening's NEWS 
that the Coloma & Paw Paw lake rail- 
road could be operated for $450 per sea- 
son. That certainly is a small figure 
to pay the running expenses of a rail- 
road for over four months, but it is made 
possible by the arrangement which the 
Coloma people have with the West 
Michigan company. The Coloma and 
Paw Paw lake train is operated by a 
single crew, an engineer, a fireman, a 
conductor and trainman. 
The train 


runs eleven miles of road, one mile 
over the Coloma road and ten miles 
over the West Michigan track. 
The 


expenses of operating are divided be- 
tween the two companies pro rata with 
the mileage. So if it costs the Coloma 
road $450 for operating expenses for 
lour months and a half—the season for 
summer trains—they pay $100 per mon th 
for operating expenses on a mile of 
road and eleven miles of roacl pay just 
eleven times that amount or $1,100 per 
month. Figuring the matter the pro- 
per way it can easily be seen how the 
Coloma railroad can pay its operating 
expenses with $450 per season.

So iu (ho course of time 
Bob's back became seared and Kcarrcd, 
and if current report wns valued at any- 
thing ho carried in his blubber not a 
few ounces of lead—forcible reminders 
that porpoisea as well as alligators have 
no rights that aro ret-pccted on tlio Flor- 
ida coast. 


In tho Pacific some whales aro very 


friendly, especially off tbo coast of Los 
Angeles comity, Cnl., where on more 
than ono occasion tlioy havo astonished 
if uofc alarmed sailing parties who havo 
been becalmed. These whales, it should 
bo said, lire perfectly harmless, and 
their attentions are merely from curiosi- 
ty, but to have several of tlu-su Jingo 
creatures from 40 to 00 feet long float- 
ing about in close proximity is not alto- 
gether pleasant. What is supposed to bo 
the same whale has earuud :i reputa- 
tion for friendliness, and during tho 
summer mouths it frequently Booms to 
meet a large stunner that plies off 
fihoro, and either follows it along or 
playH about, enlertaining tho pasHcn- 
gera by spouting. On one trip tho whalo 
placed itfldf ahead of tho steamer and 
swam with ife so deliberately that tho 
captain was obliged to slow down and 
finally stop, fearing to run into tho huge 
creature. 


Pcrhapa the most remarkable instance 


of friendliness on the part of whales 
was experienced by the owner of tij'iiulit 
that sailed from ono of tho southern 
California ports. She became becnlmud 
the second day out, and suddenly four 
or five largo whales came alongside uud 
for several hours amused themselves u t , 
tho expense of tho crow, who were a 
good deal frightened. They rubbed their 
backs against tho bottom of tho yacht

When tho thimblo is shaped, thenoxi 


work is to brighten, polish and dccoruto 
it. First, tho blank thimblo is fittoc 
with a rapidly revolving rod. A Blighl 
touch of a sharp chisel outs a very thiii 
shaving from the end of tho thimblo, 
a second chisel docs tho Bumo on the 
sido, and a third neatly rounds off tho 
riin. A round steel rod, well oiled, is 
held against the surface of the revolv- 
ing thimblo, mid it IB tlma given a nice 
polish. The inside is brightened unc 
polished in a similar manner, tho thim- 
blo being hold in n revolving mold. 


Then a doliotito, revolving steel 


wheel with a raised, ornamental edge 
is pressed ngaiust the blank thimble 
and prints tho ornimieiit seen just out- 
flido tlio rim. Another stool wheel cov- 
ered with sharp points makes tiny in- 
dentations all over the remaining blank 
surface of tho thimblo. 


The last operation is to wash It thor- 


oughly in soiipsudBj* to brush it care- 
fully, awl it is roarty for my Judy's 
workbaskct.—Philadelphia Times.

Ono bout or dory \vi\s followed 
for mil"?, the whalo once gentlyJJfting 
it null rising beiiouth it, terrorizing tho 
fisherman, who pulled for the shoro C.H 
fast BH ho could, tho whale following 
until tho water began to slioiil. 


Why whales should follow vessels 


might seem a mystery, but the solution 
is that in all probability they consider 
the vessel a companion, another whalo 
of fiomo kind. This was woll illustrated 
oil tho California coast by a whalo 
which evidently took the ship Plymouth 
for one of its kind. This whalo was a 
finlplmr bottom, nbout 90 feet inleugth, 
and it joined tho ship off tho Golden 
Gate as it left San Francisco nnd re- 
mained by it through tho entire voyage 
to Realejo, Soufh America, 
The big 


fish soon became u nuisance. It swam 
alongside iu Eiich close proximity that 
ita breath discolored the paint of tho 
ship. Thou it would rise gently beneath 
tho keel, which would cut and tear it. 
At other times it would swim along di- 
rectly iu front and keep the crew iu 
constant fear of a collision that might 
under certain circumstances dismast tho 
ship. Tho men tried almost every duvico 
thoy could think of to drive the whalo 
away. They shot afc it with rifles niid 
pistols, struck it with pieces of wood 
und bombarded it with bottles and hot 
coals as it came up, but all to 010 pur- 
pose. It wout on "keeping company" 
mi til tho ship finally entered such shoal 
water that it was obliged to sheer off. 


The sociability of dolphins and por- 


poises is well kuown, their graceful 
gambols about tho prow of vessels being 
a very common sight. No matter how 
rapid tho puce, these attractive creatures 
BO time thoirniof ions that they pass and 
ropnsa tho flying cutwater with tho 
greatest com 


Tho cloao proximity of such largo ani- 


mals to vessels might suggest u possible 
danger, yet fatalities aro rare and few 
we known where tho wbalo baa not 
been nttacked. The terrible incident of 
tho Esses is perhaps (ho only ono. Ho.ro 
the whalo was run down by (he ship; 
the shock from tho contact being so so- 
vero as to throw tho crew to the deck 
and almost dismast tho vcssi-l. The 
wlialo swam oif and n few moments 
later (ho lookout cried out that it was 
coming for tliciu ou tlw Guifitco. 
The 


nuirnul was inspired by revenge, and nt 
full speed struck tho ship in tho bow so 
powerful n blow that tho bow was crush- 
ed iu, and tho vessel went (o tho bot- 
tom ten minutes later, leaving tho men 
in boats 700 miles from the coast of 
Kouth America. A survivor of tho acci* 
dent still lives in tho little town of San- 
ta Monica, Cul.—Cor. Now York Post

eral, Roscoo D. Dix, this morning, "and 
they all want jobs. I'm not doing any- 
thing now but reading application for jobs. 
1 never before, had any idea of how many 
personal acquaintances I had In Michigan. 
They all know me. There are about 2,000 
fo them wlioc^aiiu me as a personal friend. 
It is a great thing to have such a large ac- 
quaintance, young-man," sighed the new 
auditor as he commenced opening more ap- 
plications. 


The jolly, goodnatuted face of Mr. Dix 


is actually usstiming a care-worn look and 
it is not to be wondered at. 
Over 2,000 


letters regarding po&itkms have arrived 
and there are several precincts to be heard 
from. 
Mr. Dix fur the present will make 


only seven or eight changes, possibly not 
that many. There are by actual count 800 
ipplitations for these jobs and the other 
etters endorsing tho applicants will swell 
the list to 2,000. 


Air. Dix will not on the start use the as 


to any great extent and it is probable that, 
a large number of the present employes 
of the oilice will be retained. 
The ofltce 


employs 120 hands during the busy season 
while the legislature is in session and about 
SO during ths dull season. The most lucra- 
tive office within the gift of the auditor 
general is that ot state accountant which 
pays a salary of $2,000. Mr. Dix has not 
yet selected anyone for that position and 
desires to look over tho state well before 
ho does so. Other good oQices are: Deputy 
auditor, head clerk, private secretary,book- 
keeper aud assistant book-keeper, all ol 
which pay salaries ranging from 91,000 to 
$1,000. It is probable that in some of 
these higher oflices the moit immediate 
changes will be made. 


Probably very few if any of tho jobs 


will fall into the hands of Berrien county 
men as this county is now well represented 
m the capitol building. When Mr. Dix 
was commissioner of state land oilico he 
appointed several Berrien county men to 
positions in that department and most of 
them have been there ever since. 


The active duties of the ofllce of auditor 


general will require Mr. Dix personal at- 
tention about half of the time. 
lie will 


have to be in Lansing while the legislature 
is in session to attend to all matter.-* which 
may arise at that time in connection with 
his oilice. During his absence, the busi- 
ness of the office will bo transacted by the 
deputy. Of nil of the newly elected officers 
no one is bettor qualified than Mr. Dix 
fhose wide acquaintance in the state and 
knowledge of state affairs will enable him 
to deal with any matter which may arise 
ritn conrenieuce.

THE PUEBLO WOMEN. 


.nd Picturesque an Girls und State- 


ly a* Young Mothers. 


'The Pueblo Indian women aro often 


very pretty as girls, and BOIIIO of them 
make atatoly young mothers," writes 
Hamliu Garland iu Ladies' Home Jour- 
nal. "They work generally in groups of 
threo or four, cooking, whitowaBhiug, 
weaving or pointing pottery. They seem 
to have a good deal to chatter about, 
und their smiling faces aro very agree- 
able. They have most excellent white 
teeth. Their ceremonial dress is very 
picturesque, especially the costume ol 
the Acoma and Isleta girls. All burdens 
ore carried by the "woman of Acoma, 
fsleta ami Laguua upon the head, am 
they have, in consequence, n maguifi 
cent carriage even late iu life. The oli: 
women of Walpi, on the contrary, an 
bent aud down looking. They carry 
their burdens on their taolta slung in u 
blanket. Tho girls of Isleta wear a ligli 
cloth over their heads, Spanish fashion 
and manage it with fine grace and co- 
quetry. 


"The everyday dross of tho Hop 


women consists of a sort of kilt, whicl 
IB wrapped aronnd the hips and fastenet 
with a holt, n mortification of the blau 
ket or wolf skin. Above this a sort o 
elocvoless chemise partly covers th 
bosom. Their hair is carefully tended 
but is worn in nu ungraceful modo b 
some of the women. Thft women o 
Hano cut thelmiriu front square acros 
about to the line of the lips, while tb 
back hair is gathered into a sort o 
billet. The front hair hangs down, ove 
the faces, often coucer.ling oneoye. Tb 
nnmarried women in Walpi wcnr thei 
hair in n strange way. They coil it int 
two big disks just abovo Ihoir ears 
'the intent being to pymbolizo thei 
youth and promise "by imitating tb 
squash flower; tho matrons corrcspont 
ingly dress their hnir to symbolize th 
ripened Fquash.' Some of tho inaidei 
aro wonderfully Japanese iu appear 
BUCK."
